THE ASSEMBLY. 
The Constitutional amendm ent ex­ 
empting church and school property 
and benevolent institutions from taxa­ 
tion was, after a loug and heated debate, 
defeated by a vote ot 1(3 ayes to 4(3 noes. 
Granger’s Constitutional amendment, 
relating to the regulation and control by 
tbis Slate, of the waters thereof for ben- 
i-ticial uses, was defeated by a vote of 
35 to 35. 
Granger changed his vote 
aud gave notice of reconsideration. 
The General Appropriation bill was 
considered in Committee of the W hole. 
The substitute bill, reported several 
days ago, was adopted, it being thought 
easier to strike out items from i: than to 
insert them in the original. 
Recess. 
A fter recess the consideration of the 
General Appropriation bill was rt BUtne.l. 
Henry, of Butte, moved to strike out 
812,000, for salary of Slate Engineer,and 
insert $(31)00. 
Hyde said th at th e State 
Engineer’s salary is fixed at $(3000 a 
year, and to adopt 
the amendment 
would be to abolish the office. 
The mo- 
tiou was adopted. 
The appropriation 
for the salary of the S ta'e Engineer’s 
secretary was then fixed at $2100 for one 
year, arid an appropriation of $3600 for 
maintaining 
the departm ent tor the 
fortieth fiscal year was stricken out.

HOUSE. 
W ut8on,of Indiana, called up the De­ 
pendent Peusiou hill, with th e veto mes­ 
sage of the President thereon. 
It w h 
agreed th at the debate should run until 
4 o'clock, when tho previous que.-tion 
should be cousidcred as ordered. 
Con­ 
ger, of Iowa, thought th at the report of 
the Com miitte on Invalid Pensions was 
complete answer to the President's 
hyperbolic criticisms on measures.

commented upou the action of tbe Presi­ 
dent in vetoing a peuding me.niiro, yet 
signing the veto of tho pt-muon bill, 
saying tn at he did not think that tbe 
patriotic people were ready to endorse 
such uc'.ion or commend their chief 
ruler for t iking it.

San F ra n cisco , 
February 24.—The 
steam er Australia, 
which arrived tbis 
morning from Honolulu, brings full par­ 
ticulars of 
the great lava flow from 
Mauna Loa. 
The s'ght is described as 
magnificent beyond description. 
A col­ 
umn of fire was first observed from tlie 
summit of the crater on the night of 
January ICth. 
The fire died out before 
midniglit, but the cessation of the fire 
was followed by earthquuke shocks, 
coming iu quick succession up to the 
night of the 18«b, when the fire and tbe 
lava again burst fortb from the mount­ 
ain side. 
The length of tbe flow is es­ 
timated at tw enty miles. 
This distance 
the lava accomplished in two day 
spreading as it descended, reucbing tbe 
sea on the eveniDg of 
January 20th. 
The stream of lava continued to flow 
without interruption till the 29th, when 
a river of tire burst forth, following the 
)ine of the lava flow. 
W hen tbe tire 
broke out the heavy earthquakes ceased, 
although slight tremors were felt at in­ 
tervals thereafter. 
M ajor Benson, United States Army, 
visited tho coast where the flow of lava 
entered the sea. 
He thus describes the 
scene witnessed by him after nightfall 
on January the 2 9 h : 
“ W ith the in­ 
creased darkness point after point of 
fire was developed along the entire 
course of the flow, until the culmina­ 
tion was reached ut 2:30 A. M., when the 
liquid belched forth from the crater far 
above to a height of 150 feet.” 
Major 
Benson traveled to the head of the flow 
on the 3lst. 
He describes it ns follows: 
“ In the center of great masses of rough 
black lava was the crater, about 
120 
feet in circumference, around which a 
circle of living hre formed a t intervals 
above. 
Three hundred yard* below the 
crater the inol'en luva poured forth in 
streams from the fissures iu the moun­ 
tain side. 
Numerous 
other smaller 
craters also em itted smaller streams of 
lava. 
A t times the entire group of 
craters shot forth huge tongues of fire 
simultaneously, 
followed by immense 
streams of lava. 
These demonstrations 
continued a t intervals for some tim e." 
Rev. S. E. Bishop, well kuowu in the 
scientific world, visited the scene on 
February 1st, after the rush of the fire 
was over. 
He writes as fallows: 
“ The 
northw est side of the flow presents n 
straight, solid embankment forty feet 
high, and in some places one and a half 
miles wide. 
The lava overreaches the 
original coast line from 200 to 500 feet, 
making thirty acres of new land. 
Ono 
can perhaps partially imagine how th at 
tide of fire and rocks, near a mile wide, 
rolled for a week over the shore into the 
deep and convulsive ocean, but none can 
have the powers of imagination to con­ 
ceive the awful splendor of the down­ 
ward charge of th at mile-broad deluge 
of fire." 
M r. Bishop states th at the present 
flow is much greater in quantity than 
th at of 1868, being twice tb e length of 
tbe latter, and greater ia deptb. 
He 
also calls the attention to an interesting 
voloanio faot observed 
in 
steaming 
around tbe south point of Hawaii. Tbis 
was a remarkable surface layer of yellow 
ochre, or a substance similar to it, many 
feet in depth. 
He believes this to be a 
layer of yellow ashes distributed from 
some eruption, probably thousands of 
years ago. 
Referring to this discovery 
he states: 
“ We are thus enabled to de­ 
term ine the remarkable and important 
fact that, at a recent period, although 
prehistoric, 
there 
wag an 
explosive 
eruption of yellow cinders,which covered 
at least one hundred square miles with 
yellow ashes several feet in thickness." 
Judge D. H. Hitchcock, under date of 
February 3d front Hilo: 
“ W e are ex­ 
periencing slight shocks almost every 
day or night. 
A Very heavy fall of vol­ 
canic smoke hides M auna Loa front 
here. 
If there were no further volcaniog 
action this stncke would all have been 
blown to Bea by the strong winds which 
have been blowing for the past week. 
As it is I feel as though the end of the 
flow was not yet."
